The Second Nissihi 


Recite the second ‘Nissihi’ while entering the sanctum. This 
indicates renunciation of all thoughts, words or actions, even 
pertaining the temple. Once one enters the sanctum, 
Goncentration should be just on the Anga Puja of Bhagwan, If 
you are not performing the Navengi Pula, then recite the 
second ‘Nissihi’ nearthe sanctum. 


Vasakshep Puja 


Vasakshep Puja can be performed on all specified parts of 
Bhagwan's body. In the morning, if the Prakshal Puja has not 
been performed then it is not necessary to touch Bhagwan 
while performing this Puja. This Puja can be done by holding 
vasakshep between the thumb and the third finger of the 
hand. 


Morpichhi and Punjani 


After the Vasakshep Puja, the flowers etc that were offered to 
Bhagwan the previous day should be gently removed. The 
Morpichhi (a brush made of peacocks feathers) is Used to 
remove any remains such as pollen or tiny insects from the 
Bhagwan as it is very soft and delicate. Thereafter, the 
Punjani is used to clean the Pabasan i.e. the platform on 
which Bhagwan is seated. 


Finally, use a soft moist cloth to remove the previous day's kesar- 
chandan before commencing the Ashtaprakari Puja-
